How ought wee therefore 
to pray feryou that youerre not ? how ought you to pray 
for your: ſelucs, that you encline not cither to che right 
hand or to the left? By mercy men may bee ſaid ro bee hke 
vatoGod,who is rich in mercy,eſpeciallythoſe that fit vp- 
on iudgement ſcats: for if I ouerdrive the cattell ſaith /4- 
cob, Gen,33+ 13. they will die. Thus the Lord direReth 
wiſedomehow [he ſhall mingle her wine, Pros.9. 2. and 
the good Samaritan ſheweth. compaſſion by filling the 
wound with,oyle, L»k,zo. 34. thatis, where hope doth 
promiſe anew man :I ſpeake not thisas preſuming to teach 
your wiſdames, butas reioycing in your iuſt iudgements, 
and as appointed by God to call ypon you for juſtice a- 
gainſt finne,that ſhe may nor finde trop much favour : for 
what pittie were it to ſpareſinne when it is growne into a 


| foule leprobie, readyto oueripread the whole land ? what 


mercy to {aue them-who make a pratiſe of deftroyipg of 
others ? when murther with them is but manhood, when 
there is no more account made of the life of a man, who is 
the image of Cod, then ofa dog.

Sol 
beſcech you all, Gouernours, and others of your curtefie, 
nay more of your Chriftianity, to heare whatI haue to ſay 
ynto Juda,and to beare witnefle with mee, that according 
rothis charge I doe tell Iſrael of her ſeuera)l cranſgreſſions, 
Jeremies Lamentations are notable deſcriptions of her 
downe-fall : ſhe was ftrong,ſhe is growne weake ; ſhe was 
pretious in the ſight of God, ſhe is now forlorne, and with 
Rachel weepeth tor ber children; but will not bee comfor- 
ted becauſe they are not: and no marvell though God for- _ 
ſake her, ſhe firlt began ; they have forſaken mee the ever- 
living God, Eſay 1.2, If Iſrael would haue been warned, 
orif Ivda would hauc harkened, theſe judgements had bin 
ſpared; God alwaies hath told, and foretold his people, 
what ſhould follow if they did notturne vnto him. Heere 
therefore they mult be told of their finnes; but where ſhall 
Ibegin?or rather when ſhall I make an end, if Iftand to 
rell luda of all her finnes? ſhall I cell her of her oppreſſions 
which is odious, of her pride which is monſtrous? Shall I

many farnous Cities; yeathou haſt one very eminent, and 
ſeemes more excellent then all the reit. Of this City I may
